Awarded Dumagen of »GO,OOO— He Be- 
ing Dead the Money Now Goes to Hit 
Family—The First Payment of S1O.OOO 
Just Beaelved at New York 
NEW YOI:K, Oct. 28.—The family of 


Charles A. Vanbokkelen, who died In 188> 
from the effects of ihiprisonment at Port- 
au-Prince, Hay ti, have received a first pay 
ment of $10,000 on account of an award 
for t60,000 to which the government of 
Hayti has acknowledged its liability. Re- 
maining payments will be made semi-ftn- 
nually by lionils duly authorized for that 
purpose. A story of hardship and suffer- 
inglivs behind this case. Its victim cam? 
of old Knickerbocker stock, having been 
born in this city in 1645. One of his dar- 
ing schemes, before hu was 30 years old, 
resulted in the safe delivery in tuf block- 
aded ports of Hayti of a large quant ity of 
guns and ammunition, which yielded such 
good returns that he undertook other sim- 
ilar contracts until he bad a fortune iu 
profits. Winning the favor of the party 
in power, he was offered and accepted the 
post of Haytieu consul at this port. He 
w«s disabled once or twice by changes of 
political control, but reinstated. 


Thrown into Prison. 


When he had held office about six years 


he withdrew in order to devote himself 
again to government contracts. His bus- 
iness took him so frequently to Port-aii- 
Prince that he dually settled there, an 
married Into a native family. In Murcb, 
1884, he was arrested and thrown into 
prison upon the complaint of a creditor 
In this city who had delivered arms aud 
clothing to him upon a government con- 
tract which had not been paid in full. 
Minister Langston demanded his release, 
and tiie demand was granted; hut as ha 
was leaving prisou he was rearrested 
upon judgments obtained against him 
by three Haytien creditor!. Prote<t by 
Mr. Langstoii in this case was unavailing. 
Secretary Freliughuvseo made a formal 
demand for his release upon (he ground 
that au American citizen was protected 
by treaty from such an indignity. 


An Award of glOO.OOO. 


May if, 1SS5, after nearly fifteen month* 


imprisonment, he was discharged. 
Tho 


prison quarters were of the most loath- 
some character, and had made of a strong 
man a physical wreck. Feeling that bu 
had sustained injuries which ended his 
business prospects, aud from which ho 
had barely escaped with his life, he mariit 
a claim for *t30,(JOO damages through thu 
state department against the Haytien 
government. Mr. Bayard, who had be- 
come wjcretary of state, instructed tho 
minister to press the claim. It was finally 
agreed to submit the case to arbitration. 
An award of *<iO.OOl> resulted.
